Commission 
still 
against 
increase

The 
Water 
Commission, 
last 
night, clarified its stand on a new 10- 
inch water main in Cypress Avenue, 
and stood fast on its opposition to an 
administration-backed 20 per cent 
across the board water rate hike. 
The action effectively ends the 
commission’s long preoccupation 
with the water department’s 1972-73 
fiscal budget. 
* 
As it stands now the commission 
recommends the construction of the 
Cypress main this year, advocates a 
reduction of free allowable water 
and a 100 per cent increase in 
hookup 
fees 
in 
lieu 
of 
the 
administration’s proposed 20 per 
cent across the board rate increase, 
and 
recom m en d s 
that 
the 
dep artm en t’s 
unappropriated 
balance be tapped for $84,000 to 
erase a deficit between revenues 
and expenditures. 
Total resouces including water 
revenues are pegged at $991,000 to 
cover all requirements including 
$61,000 
reserve 
for 
cap ita l 
improvement and $10,000 reserve 
for water mains. 


In a separate cover letter to the 
budget, Ken Dawson, director of 
public works and secretary to the 
commission 
made 
it 
clear 
he 
opposes the commission’s alternate 
method of raising water rates and 
drew special attention to details of 
his 
five-year 
capital 
outlay 
program At one time, Dawson had 
recommended about 50 per cent 
water 
rate 
hike 
to 
cover 
all 
requirements. 


The City Council is expected to 
schedule an indepth discussion of 
the 
water 
department’s 
budget 
soon.

U.S. accused of trying 
to create 'fire storm' 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The technical journal Science said today that the 
United States tried at least three times in 1965, 1966 and 1967 to ignite what 
Defense Department planners called “fire storms” in some of South 
Vietnam’s most valuable timber country. 
“All three attempts, however, fizzled out,” the magazine said. 
So the effort was abandoned as impractical in the wet woods of South 
Vietnam, Science said. 
Fire storms, far more destructive than ordinary fires, have occurred 
accidentally in dry timberlands of the American West and in Australia and 
southern France. They also occurred as a result of World War II bombings 
in Dresden and Hamburg, Germany, and Tokyo and Hiroshima, Japan. 
A fire storm happens when an area of intense burning sucks in oxygen 
from adjacent regions at such a rate that ground winds of more than 100 
miles an hour may be generated 
Science, published weekly by the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science, said two military reasons were given for the South 
Vietnam project: 
—A fire storm would bum out previously defoliated treetops “and make 
reconnaissance from the air more effective ” 
—A big fire would destroy ground cover “ and make concealment and 
camouflage by the enemy from U.S. bombing strikes or ground attack 
impossible.”

Lompoc utility expenditures rising

The city of Lompoc has four 
departm ents 
which 
are 
self 
sustaining and require no revenue 
from the general fund. 
As a matter of fact, the water, 
electric, 
wastewater and refuse 
collection 
departm ents 
make 
payments into the general fund in 
the form of administrative charges, 
vehicle rental and various other 
minor categories. 
The electric department also pays 
an “ in lieu of taxes” amount of 
$500,000 into the general fund. 
No new consumer rate hikes have 
been proposed for the utilities this 
year but the council still faces 
consideration of a hike in the water 


rates proposed last year. 
The city staff proposed a water 
rate increase plan last year at this 
time but the city’s new Water 
Commission came back with a plan 
that would not require an increase. 
The 
council 
held 
a 
couple 
controversy filled meetings on the 
issue then tabled the problem for an 
indefinite period of time. 
The city staff maintains unless an 
increase in rates is put into effect 
the water department soon will not 
have sufficient funds for new wells, 
reservoirs, 
mains, 
and 
certain 
maintenance and chemical costs. 
Estimated revenue for the water 
department this year is $641,000 
This 
is 
expected 
to 
cut 
the 
d ep artm en t’s 
unappropriated 
balance next year from $183,035 to 
$60,061. 


Preliminary budget expenditures 
for 
1972-73 
include 
$223.600 
in 
salaries and 
wages, $375,165 
in 
services and supplies and $68,300 for 
capital outlay. The total is $50,315 
higher than last year. The major 
capital outlay project is $48,000 for a 
new 
well 
and 
collection 
main 
improvements 
The electric fund is considered to 
be in the best financial condition of 
any of the city utilities Besides the 
$500,000 in lieu of taxes going into 
the general fund 
the department 
w ill 
a lso 
pay 
$81,325 
for 
administrative charges and $7.500 
for vehicle rental. 
Total revenue expected by the 
electric department for 1972-73 is 
$15 million, an increase of nearly 
$50,000 over last year 
This is 
expected to leave the department 


with a balance of $356,925 next year 
at this time, almost the same as this 
year. 
Estimated expenditures in 1973 
for the department include $173,760 
for salaries and wages, $12 million

President 
will veto 
high bills 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
-P r e s ­ 
ident Nixon called on Republican 
congressional leaders and members 
of his Cabinet today to oppose 
election year spending increases by 
the Democratic-controlled Congress 
which would lead to either higher 
taxes or more inflation. 
House Republican Leader Gerald 
R. Ford, reporting to newsmen at 
the White House on the private 
meeting, hinted Nixon would veto 
“ inflated appropriation bills that 
are too high just for political purpo­ 
ses.” 
Ford and Senate Republican Whip 
Robert P. Griffin said the consensus 
of GOP lawmakers was that the 
administration legislative program 
—except for the revenue sharing 
plan — has little chance of passage 
this year. 
“It appears that the net result, 
when we adjourn, will be revenue 
sharing 
at 
the 
most 
— 
very 
regrettably,” Ford said. 
He indicated the administration 
has given up hope for its welfare 
reform, government reorganization 
and other priority bills which Nixon 
once described as a “new American 
revolution.” 
Ford and Griffin, in their meeting 
with newsmen, emphasized Nixon’s 
determination to hold the line on 
spending increases. 
“If 
the 
Democratic 
Congress 
continues to inflate some of these 
appropriation bills, the result will be 
a need for higher taxes or inflation 
which all Americans oppose very 
strongly,” Ford said. “ I hate to see 
a good budget destroyed by pure 
politics.” 
dy in 
GOP 
politically appealing spending plans 
will be labeled as inflationary and 
the Democrats will be blamed for 
pushing up the cost of living. 
The President wants Republican 
congressional leaders to resist any 
Democratic 
efforts 
to 
increase 
spending 
above 
the 
level 
he 
requested in his budget. He may 
take his case to the public with some 
sort of special statement if Congress 
votes higher expenditures despite 
his opposition. 
Nixon 
also 
wants 
cabinet 
members and the heads of other 
federal agencies to cut back existing 
programs to offset a $3.7 billion 
increase in Social Security benefits 
which 
Congress 
approved 
over 
Nixon’s objections last month 
In a statement issued July 1 in 
which he explained his reasons for 
signing the Social Security increase 
which Congress had grafted onto a 
“ must” bill extending the national 
debt ceiling, Nixon said: “My belief 
that 
offsetting 
cuts 
in 
other 
programs can be made—although 
they may be painful ... permits me 
to sign this measure.”

income tax withholding system and an 
upsurge in the economy. He also said 
Thursday the 1971-72 budget could be in the 
black by about $300 million when all the 
final figures are in.

Senate approves $2.20 minimum 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I)—In a narrow 
decision that brought George S. McGovern 
from his vacation to cast a pro-labor ballot, 
the Senate has voted to require employers 
to give 6 million low-paid workers a pay 
raise just before the November election 
McGovern cast a crucial — but as it 
turned out, not decisive—vote in the 47-46 
rollcall by which the Senate defeated 
President 
Nixon’s 
bill 
to 
raise 
the 
minimum wage to $2 an hour 
That vote cleared the way for the 
Senate’s final vote of 65 to 27 which passed 


said Vernon Orr, director of the state 
Finance Department. 
Meantime, Sen. George Moscone, a 
potential 
Democratic 
contestant 
for 
governor in 1974. said he “ would not be in 
favor of sending any of the money back to 
taxpayers.’’ 
He said giving the cash back to taxpayers 
directly “ lulls people into a false sense of 
security" and added that the surplus would 
be insignificant when spread over the 
state's 16 million taxpayers. 
The San Francisco lawmaker noted that 
in 1969 when the state had a $309 million 
surplus the Reagan administration gave 


taxpayers a onetime tax break, but during 
the next two years the state suffered a 
deficit and was forced to increase tax 
rates. 
Moscone said the money instead should 
be used to restore items vetoed bv the 
governor for the state employe pay raises 
expansion of the Educational Opportunity 
Program (EO P) for college students from 
low families. 
If any cash was left over after vetoed 
items were restored, it should go toward 
school financing reform. 
Other legislators suggested that the 
surplus be used for everything imaginable. 


a far more expansive measure raising the 
minimum wage to $2,20 an hour over 26 
months. That bill was backed by Demo­ 
crats and championed by the AFL-CIO over 
strong business opposition 
The vote of McGovern, the Democratic 
presidential candidate who has been having 
trouble with labor leaders, was crucial 
because of the closeness of the tally but it 
was not decisive since a 46-46 tie would 
have killed it.

Prices, as measured by a 
c o m p l e x 
g o v e r n m e n t 
formula, went up at annual 
rate of 2.1 per cent during 
the quarter. 
As s i s ta nt 
C o m m e r c e 
Secretary Harold C. Passer 
said that in real growth 
after discounting inflation, 
the GNP increased at an 
annual rate of 8 9 per cent 
during the second quarter, 
the 
largest gain 
in 
real 
term s 
since 
the 
fourth 
quarter of 1965. 
Passer said the 2.1 per 
cent rate of price increases 
in the second quarter also 
was the lowest since the 
fourth 
quarter 
of 
1965, 
except during the freeze last 
year. 
“The economy expanded 
at a prodigious rate in real 
terms in the second quarter 
while the rate of inflation 
slow ed 
s ubst ant ially,” 
Passer said. 
He said that “ real” GNP 
had increased at an annual 
rate of more than 7 per cent 
under 
President 
Nixon’s 
“ New 
Econom ic 
P olicy” 
while prices had risen at a 
rate of less than three per 
cent.

Bob Hope tours flood disaster 


WYOMING VALLEY, Pa. 
—(NEA) The little motor­ 
cade stops, a ear door opens 
and a figure bounds out. 
Familiar jaunty nose leads 
familiar jaunty stride down 
the l i t t e r e d street, past 
dank-smelling piles oí debris 
that three weeks ago, before 
the flood, used to be furni­ 
ture and dolls and books and 
parts ol lives. 
People who have returned 
to their homes to start the 
agonizing 
cleanup 
process 
straggle outside as they hear 
the commotion 
They are 
caked with mud, like their 
houses, their cars, their 
trees. But now they are smil­ 
ing excitedly, pointing, run­ 
ning, waving. 
“ It’s him, it’s really him,” 
shouts a man who has been 
shoveling muck out of his 
home. “ It’s Bob Hope.” 
Indeed it is Bob Hope. Me 
has come to the Wyoming 
Valley and in some inexplic­ 
able, unreasonable way he is 
brightening the sour day of 
these people who are trying 
to undo what hurricane Ag­ 
nes has done to them. 
Hope is the host and co­ 
producer of a telethon for 
the benefit of flood victims 
that will be held July 22, 
starting at 7:30 p.m., origi­ 
nating from WBAL-TV in 
Baltimore and going to 21 
stations. He has come here 
to see the damage first hand 
and to film some promotional 
shots for the telethon. 


THE RAINS CAME and came and came, bringing disaster 
to wide areas of Pennsylvania. The Susquehanna River took 
over Wilkes-Barre’s business district.

But he has also, not at all 
unwillingly, come as a walk­ 
ing morale booster and as he 
s a u n t e r s through devas­ 
tated n e i g h b o r h o o d s or 
charges through one of the 
Red Cross shelters that still 
house about 4,00 refugees or 
makes a brief appearance on 
a local television station. He 
is dispensing encouragement 
on an a s s e m b l y line. The 
handshakes, words of praise, 
jokes, autographs, w av e s , 
smiles, all roll out briskly 
but not without feeling. 
This is the Bob Hope of 
storied, tigerish energy, un­ 
likely 69-year-old, prowling 
through the muggy heat of 
an oppressive afternoon, 
f e e d i n g on the waves of 
warmth that come back at 
him from old and young, 
black and white, uniformed 
N a t i o n a l Guardsman and 
beaded hippie. 
“ You get this tremendous 
sense of gratification from 
something like this," Hope 
will say later. “ It’s a lot like 
being o v e r s e a s with the 


armed forces: you get the 
f e e l i n g that you’re doing 
something for people who 
need you. And that’s about 
the only t h i n g t h e r e is 
around.” 
The sympathy is informed 
and effective. When Hope 
stops his motorcade, it is 


near a p a r t i c u l a r l y big 
mound of refuse in front of 
what used to be an attrac­ 
tive suburban ranch home. 
Or, it is at a nearly demol­ 
ished home with a slightly- 
the-worse-for-wear A m e r i ­ 
can flag prominently dis­ 
played on the front porch. 


It is in a room at a refugee 
center where he stops to talk 
to a black teen-ager who 
sits alone except for his dog, 
which he has saved and kept 
with him since the flood. 


(“ Did you know who that 
was?” s ome on e asks the 
teen-ager after Hope leaves. 
“ No,” the boy answers, “ but 
it sure did look a lot like Bob 
Hope” ) 
The telethon, which Hope 
organized at W BAL’s sug­ 
gestion, and which will fea­ 
ture Lainie Kazan, Steve Al­ 
len, Janet Leigh, Hank Wil­ 
liams Jr., D a v i d Janssen 
and Mike Douglas, among 
others, is aimed at helping 
the Red Cross, which has 
spent $14 million overall and 
nearly $6 million in the Wyo­ 
ming Valley alone fighting 
the flood’s effects in the last 
three weeks. And it is not an 
untypical project for Hope, 
who is rich enough and loved 
enough and famous enough 
that he could put in a lot 
more time playing golf if he 
wanted to. 


“ Why does he do itv” says 
a writer who has known and 
covered Hope for 25 years. 
“ Everybody always finds it 
hard to believe, but I think it 
is just because he is a very 
nice guy who’s concerned.’’ 
Somewhere deep in Bob 
Hope’s mind there may lurk 
some more Freudian expla­ 
nation for his crusade but 
the people of the Wyoming 
Valley could not care less 
about that kind of thing. 


“ It’s really great of him to 
come,” a Pittston man says 
quietly, to nobody in particu­ 
lar. 
“ I hate to meet him look­ 
ing like this,” a Wilkes- 
Barre woman says, pointing 
to her wading boots and 
grimy blouse. 


“ Forty 
Fort. 
Pa., 
Says 
Welcome. Bob; Thanks for 
the Hope,” a h u r r i e d l y 
scrawled sign says. 
And naval reservist John 
Ralston, driver of a car in 
the Hope motorcade, shakes 
his head wonderingly and 
says, 
“ You 
know, 
I ’ve 
driven five generals, an ad­ 
miral. a congressman and 
the l i e u t e n a n t governor 
around this area and I ’ve 
never seen any reaction any­ 
thing near this. It’s like an 
angel had come to them out 
of the sky.’’ 


Bruno Bettelheim at 68 


The authority looks to the young 


P A L O 
A L T O , 
Calif — 
(NEA) — Bruno Bettelheim 
was a dropout. 
Yes, the man looking at 
you owlishly through thick 
lenses confesses it in that 
thick Austrian accent 
He 
wasn’t a dropout for just a 
semester. Seven, eight years 
it lasted. 
“ You see, after two years 
of university,” he says, “ it 
just didn’t make sense to 
me. When I was 18, I knew 
all the answers to all the 
questions of the world and 
was 
utterly 
convinced 
1 
could 
do 
it much better 
than anybody else. 
“ And when I got older, I 
had a chance to do a few 
things and by golly it wasn t 
so easy to do it better. I 
was as arrogant and con­ 
ceited and underneath it as 
insecure as our young peo­ 
ple.” 
Bruno Bettelheim is now 
68 There are those who still 
attribute to him arrogance 
and conceit because he has 
this dogmatic approach to 
the field in which he works. 
Let’s establish his creden­ 
tials right now 
Dr Bruno 
Bettelheim is one of the fore­ 
most psychoanalysts in the 
world. He has done marvel­ 
ous work dealing with emo­ 
tionally disturbed children at 
the University of Chicago s 
Orthogenic School, which he 
pioneered 
For the last year he has 
been a relative recluse in 
the hills high above Stanford 
University. He took a year 
off to collect his thoughts 
and write on a one-year lei 
lowship at the Center tor 
Advanced Study in the Be­ 
havioral Sciences 
It *as 
for the good, bald doctor, a 
tonic because in the temper­ 
ate climate his circulatory 
problems eased. 
“ And the telephone wa-m’t 
always ringing,” he adds 
He also had a chance to 
observe the dissent ol the 
young from his academic 
temple on the hill as Stan 
ford, once a staid university, 
was shaken by several inci­ 
dents of turbulence in the 
last year 


“ I think that young peo­ 
ple behave to those in au­ 
thority,” says Dr. 
Bettel­ 
heim, “ as those in authority 
facilitate it for them to be­ 
have.” 
Which sounds very much 
like an indictment of ramp­ 
ant permissiveness. 
“ I think permissiveness is 
a very stupid term,” 
he 
shrugs. “ There is one per­ 
son who permits and another 
is permitted. It is a kind of 
human relationship in which 
I don’t believe. Young peo­ 
ple appreciate it if you don't 
play up to them, if you don’t 
try to beat them at doing 
their own thing.” 
Dr. B e t t e l h e i m peers 
across the plain desk of his 
private nook at the center- 
cluttered with papers he’s 
writing, three dictionaries at 
his left elbow—and the lines 
in his face firm up notice­ 
ably. 
“ They talk about the rude­ 
ness of the young,” he says. 
“ I must say that occasional­ 
ly students have tried to be 
rude to me. I just don’t ac­ 
cept it. 
“ Freur, who was my mas­ 
ter, always said, When the 
dogs bark, the caravan has 
to go on ’ If you stop each 
time 
the 
dogs 
bark and 
argue with them, you soon 
become another barking dog 
and 
the 
caravan 
doesn’t 
reach its goal. 
“ Unfortunately, some insti­ 
tutions get bowled over when 
the dogs bark 
They think 
they have to bark back Now 
Stanford—I think it’s a great 
university, but it has ex 
panded much too fast and 
has changed from the school 
it used to tie Changes are 
necessary, but if you try to 
recreate yourself in a hurry, 
you are not going to do a 
very good job. 
• I think that’s Stanford’s 
trouble It suddenly took on 
an entirely different student 
body, an entirely different 
I acuity and expanded tre­ 
mendously 
Do one or the 
other- either expand in the 
old image, or just change its 
nature and then expand—I 
think thev would have had 


much less trouble.” 
The Center for Advanced 
Study is not a part of Stan­ 
ford, but it operates close to 
the 
university 
community 


and, for Dr, Bettelheim. af­ 
forded a vantage point. His 
own forthcoming book will 
be a critique of psychiatric 
institutions. 
“ While we’re unfortunate­ 
ly in our society very long 
on criticism,” he says, “we 
are very short on people who 
do it better, and there are 
those who think I have done 
it better. I ’m trying to write 
what I learned from direct­ 
ing a psychiatric institution. 
Most psychiatric institutions 
and hospitals are very bad 
in my opinion. 
“ I have been taking on our 
staff the last few years some 
of the wildest left wing radi­ 
cals, even some SDS people. 
It was a calculated risk 
Within six months they were 
no longer interested in en­ 
gaging in violence or radi­ 
cal polities. I didn’t neces­ 
sarily change their political 
opinion 
But for the first 
time they felt that there was 
something really important 
that they themselves could 
do. And that is so satisfying. 
You no longer become de­ 
structive. 
“ I don’t think society is 
perfect. There is an awful 
lot that’s wrong 
But the 
deep 
dissatisfaction 
never 
comes 
fr om 
society 
It 
comes from within one’s self. 
I could give young people 
deeply dissatisfied a chance 
to do something about them­ 
selves.” 
And so he used them to 
handle 
psychiatric 
cases, 
and 
he 
got 
them 
cheap, 
which in turn enabled him to 
charge patients at his clinic 
one-third 
(about 
$8,000 
a 
yean what it cost them at 
other institutions. 
“ I told them,” says Dr. 
Bettelheim, “ if we were paid 


the salaries we deserve we 
could serve unly the chil­ 
dren of millionaires Do you 
want that’* If not, you have 
to be satisfied with verv 
little." 
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Dr. Bettelheim has experi­ 
enced persunally the insidi­ 
ous side uf mudern society. 
He endured two years in 
concentration camps at Da­ 
chau and Buchenwald simply 
because he was a Jew, al­ 
though 
already 
a 
noted 
scholar. He came to this 
country in 1939 and had to 
retrain himself completely 
in a foreign language. He 
has now written seven books 
in English, and the shelf now 
behind him holds three of 
those 
psychiatric 
tomes— 
“ The 
C h i l d r e n 
of 
the 
Dream;” 
“ The 
Informed 
Heart;” “ The Empty For­ 
tress.” 
“ I tell you as a psycho­ 
analyst,” he muses, “ I was 
here in the States about a 
year and a half, and the 
first time I dreamt a whole 
dream in English, not just 
a few words, I knew I had 
mastered it.” 
Not completely, he admits. 
“ I write the most impos­ 
sible 
Germanic 
sentences, 
you know, and I look at them 


and realize I haven't under­ 
stood what I was talking 
about So I boil it down and 
then expand it again. I write 
everything very slowly." 
He is dismayed by his 
image as an authoritarian 
“ The reputation I have,” 
he says, “ I don’t think it’s 
true 
There 
are 
certain 
areas in which—I hate to say 
it—I am an authority There 
are a few things I know 
rather well and I know also 
all the things I don’t know, 
which are legion 
“ Contrary to the young 
people 
who know all the 
answers and how to reform 
society, I don’t know them 
1 wouldn’t know how to gov­ 
ern this country.”

In Ireland a broken day meant 
cloudy; middlin’ day, long daylight;

Rear Admiral 'Ret.) Gene 
LaRocque bumped into Elmo 
Z u m w a 11. chief of Naval 
Operations, the other day in 
the Senate Office Building 
There followed a tight ex­ 
change 
• Hello Elmo.” 
"Hello Gene.” 
Uncomfortable pause. 
•Well.” LaRocque said, “ I 
see we’re working the same 
side of the street today.” 
"Yes,” Zumwalt replied, 
• but apparently for differ­ 
ent reasons.” 
Different reasons indeed 
The two flag officers, long 
time pals and allies, have 
become as late something 
less ’han cozy. Elmo Zum­ 
walt, who commands the 
most awesome naval force 
in the history of the sea, was 
in the Senate building that 
day to solicit a $9 7 billion 
appropriation to make it 
more awesome. Gene La­ 
Rocque, who commands a 
handful of ordinary irate tax­ 
payers, and who believes as 
did Eisenhower in the dan­ 
gers of unchecked military 
spending, was there to tor­ 
pedo the deal. 
Who is Gene LaRocque 
and why is he shooting at 
his former employers? He is 
a man who has come some­ 
what late in life to believe 
there is something sad about 
spending $80 billion a year 
for guns, grenades and great 
big bombs. He is a sailor 
who has decided the nation’s 
defense force may be so ade­ 
quate that it is Inadequate. 
He is. in sum. a suddenly 
concerned individual who 


believes the nation’s civil­ 
ians can make better use of 
a $9.7 billion appropriation 
than the nation’s navy. 
And so, at age 53, after 31 
years at all levels of the 
Navy, six of them with one 
star rank, Gene LaRocque is 
making a new career out of 
watchdogging his old one 
Call him Admiral Whistle­ 
blower. 
Says he with a sigh: “ Since 
World War II, the United 
States has spent more than 
a trillion dollars in military 
money. We have ere at ed 
more than 2,000 m i l i t a r y 
bases in 33 countries besides 
our own. We have developed 
a “ peacetime” force that 
once totaled 3.5 million and 
even now, at 2.4 million, is 
way too big. We have cre­ 
ated a nuclear force of more 
than 1.000 intercontinental 
ballistic missiles, 500 strate­ 
gic bombers and more than 
650 undersea missiles. We 
have built up a force of more 
than a million defense work­ 
ers in some 200,000 corpora­ 
tions to supply m i l i t a r y 
needs. We have provided 
arms and money to some 80 
different nations in the last 
20 years. And we have com­ 
mitted ourselves to the de­ 
fense of some 86 nations, 
from Upper Volta to Luxem­ 
bourg. Now, maybe some 
people might think that be­ 
cause I ’m a Navy man I 
shouldn’t think this is exces­ 
sive. But I do think it’s ex­ 
cessive. I think the military 
has become too pervasive 
and powerful. It needs des­ 
perately to be slowed down.” 
Thus it is the admiral has 
set up a privately funded— 
“ government free” — opera­

We have five 
times as many separately 
targetable submarine. mis­ 
siles (2,800 to 500). We have 
four nuclear combat surface 
ships and the U.S.S.R. has 
none. We have 14 attack car­ 
riers and the U.S.S.R. has 
none.” 
Clearly, 
LaRocque 
adds. “ There is no shift in 
the Russian favor.” 


Fire Two: The Defense 
Department has urgently re­ 
quested funds to develop an 
ominous new supersub called 
the Trident. The 16,000-ton. 
nuclear-powered, multimis- 
siled machines would cost $1 
billion each and replace the 
Polaris-Poseiden type under­ 
water vessels. “ Who needs 
them?” asks La Ro cq ue . 
“ Not us! Our present 
Polaris-Poseiden system is 
still developing. It won’t be 
finished until 1976. And it 
will be still effective into the 
1980s. With Polaris-Poseiden 
we can already destroy about 
2,000 Soviet targets at a 
moment’s notice. We can al­ 
ready wipe out about 88 mil­ 
lion Soviet citizens in 220 
S o v i e t towns. Isn’t that 
enough for the time being?”

Fire Three: The N a v y 
wants to build a fourth 
nuclear-powered aircraft 
carrier. To cruise the Indian 
Ocean. Price, $1 billion. La­ 
Rocque says it’s nonsense. 
“ In the first place the car­ 
rier is not necessary, the 
day of the carrier has past 
In the second place, it is 
quite clear the Indians do 
not like us sailing our nu­ 
clear weapons off their coast. 
Moreover, it will cost $3 bil­ 
lion, not $1 billion, to put a 
vessel in that ocean—$1 bil­ 
lion for the ship, $1 billion 
for the planes to sit on it, and 
$1 billion for support opera­ 
tions. I think we could better 
spend the money elsewhere 
—on the land mass for exam­ 
ple. At the risk of sounding 
unpatriotic, I think we spend 
too much of our money on 
fancy ships and not enough 
on plain people ” 


To be sure, Adm. Gene La­ 
Rocque does run the risk— 
shooting torpedoes as he 
does—of sounding unpatri­ 
otic. And already there are 
mumbles from both military 
and civilian people that he’s 
an ingrate, a renegade and 
a sorehead. Says one who 
wonders: “ How the hell does 
he get off knocking the serv­ 


ice9 It gave him 31 years 
employment, a set of ad­ 
miral’s stars and a fat pen­ 
sion. He’s a Judas is what 
he is. nothing more.” 
In fact. LaRocque’s record 
indicates no disloyalty. He 
enlisted in the Navy as an 
apprentice seaman volun­ 
teer. He survived Pearl Har­ 
bor as a young ensign. He 
fought 13 major engage­ 
ments in World War II, in­ 
cluding an amphibious land­ 
ing in the Marshall Islands. 
And went on to several lofty, 
responsible postwar assign­ 
ments. 
His one service hangup, if 
it can be called that, was a 
distaste for Vietnam. “ I ’ve 
never been against it mor­ 
ally, but just because I 
thought it unwi nn a b le .” 
Some years ago he made a 
d e t a i l e d study of naval 
bombing operations in the 
war—and found them want­ 
ing. “ Ineffective,” is the way 
he put it. That poked some 
noses. “ Nobody ever pres­ 
sured me, but I got the feel­ 
ing I was in people’s hair.” 
He retired on his own ac­ 
cord, perhaps a little earlier 
than his age and energy war­ 
ranted. but wiser in the ways 
of the war makers and hot 
to pass his lessons on to the 


public. 
A short man. Calm. 
Friendly in the face. Adm. 


L a R o c q u e is still mostly 
Navy. He says he retired, 
“ 1 April.” He says the time 
is “ 1530 hours.” If Zumwalt 
walked in his office La­ 
Rocque would probably snap 
a salute. Says he firmly: " I 
do not accept help from peo­ 
ple who are peace at any 
price. I believe in a strong 
military. I believe we must 
sometimes kill people in the 
national interest. I am com­ 
pletely ip favor of a military 
force that is entirely ade­ 
quate to defend the United 
States.” 
And yet. And yet. “ Hell, 
does anybody ever think how 
much we really spend on the 
m i l i t a r y ? I came across 
some figures the other day. 
Between 1963 and 1973— 11 
fiscal years—the federal gov­ 
ernment collected $775 bil­ 
lion dollars worth of individ­ 
ual (not including corporate) 
income tax. During the same 
period the government spent 
$758 billion dollars for de­ 
fense outlay. That means all 
but $17 billion worth of indi­ 
vidual i ncome tax was 
shelled out in the name of 
national security.” 
National security? “ The 
public may be surprised to 
learn that only about 25 per 
cent of their defense dollar 
goes to defense inside the 


agr 
of? 


United States. The rest, $63 
billion goes to maintain and 
support troops and equip­ 
ment in Europe, Asia and 
other places.” 
LaRocque raps his desk. 
Twists on his chair. Rolls his 
eyes. Do we really need to 
spend 
$25,471,000,000 i n 
Europe this year, and next 
year, and the year after, 
etc.? Do we r e a l l y need 
500,000 troops, plus many of 
their fam ilie s, overseas? 
Does America honestly in­ 
tend to go to the defense of 
any of the 86 nations, like 
Mali (in Africa), we have 
*reed to go to the defense 
Would Ethiopia sink to 
despair if we didn’t give 
them the usual $13 million 
in arms aid this year? The 
admiral says no. 
“ Actually, I believe one of 
the principal reasons we 
have so many troops com­ 
mitted overseas is that, that 
way, they are out of sight 
and thus don’t have to be 
justified. Can you imagine 
what it would be if we 
brought all our troops and 
all our equipment home? 
They’d be hanging out the 
windows. 
We don’t have 
room for them. We’d have to 
build new bases. And we’d 
have to justify their purpose. 
We’d have to explain just 
what all these fellows with 
guns 
are 
doing 
sitting 
around.” 
And so it is, Admiral 


Whistleblower, 
Gene La­ 
Rocque, shoots his shells at 
the redoubtable hull of “ Pen­ 
tagon Policy.” Sort of like 
Ralph Nader with a spit- 
shine. “ What I want to do,” 
he says, looking over some 
figures, “ is point out some 
things to the public. Things 
like this: In recent years the 
Pentagon has given 77,500 
machine guns, 32,500 mis­ 
siles, 
4000 
F-84 f ighter 
planes, 243,000 trucks, and 
more than a million carbines 
and rifles to foreign coun­ 
tries.” Once he has done 
that, the admiral says, smil­ 
ing, he will step aside and 
let the public call its own 
torpedo shots.

Red Cross needs help 


In the past several weeks, areas of the 
United States experienced some of the 
worst disasters on record 
One of the hardest hit areas was 
Pennsylvania, with severe flooding from 
the western and central parts of the state 
to the Philadelphia area. Heaviest and 
most extensive damage was in the Wilkes- 
Barre area. 
In South Dakota, at least 235 persons 
were killed and more than 3,000 injured in 
flash floods in Rapid City. 
In California, the total population of 
Andrus and neighboring Brannon Island in 
the Delta region were evacuated when the 
levee broke. One third of Isleton is still 
under water. 
Providing the greatest amount of relief 
to these widely separated areas is the 
American Red Cross. As of last week, the 
American Red Cross had spent almost $14 
million to provide food, shelter and other 
mass care services to 384,280 disaster 
victims 
and 
emergency 
workers. 
Individual assistance has also been given 
to 41,141 families to meet immediate needs 
for clothing, household furnishings, home

repairs, medical aid and maintenance in 
temporary quarters. Many more families 
are expected to need this individual help as 
they return to their homes. 
In Pennsylvania, there are currently 41 
Red Cross shelters still housing 3,889 
people. 
In South Dakota, the Red Cross has 
assisted 2,496 families on an individual 
basis. 
In the Delta region, the Red Cross 
sheltered, fed or gave mass care to 8,000 
flood victims and emergency workers. 
The estimated cost of 
Red Cross 
immediate relief to disaster sufferers is 
conservatively estimated at $15 million. 
Some $6 million has been raised thus far in 
the current nationwide appeal for funds. 
With the disaster budget and disaster 
reserves exhausted, the Red Cross needs 
help now.

A bit of news largely lost sight of 
in the brouhaha of the convention 
was evermore meaningful than the 
hints out of the White House. Pierre 
Mendes-France, 
the 
French 
premier during the critical weeks of 
1954 and the Indochina conference in 
Geneva, 
predicted 
a settlement 
negotiated in such a way that both 
sides could claim a face-saving end 
of the fighting. 
Mendes-France rode the turbulent 
tide of French politics to bring an 
end to eight years of French 
involvement in the swamp of an 
Asian land war He is close to Hanoi, 
close to Cambodia’s exiled Prince 
Sihanouk and in recent months he 
has 
been 
in both 
Peking 
and 
Moscow 
In an interview in that 
distinguished newspaper, Le Monde, 
this wise elder statesman who tried 
to build a bridge between east and 
west in the Indochina settlement did 
not qualify his prediction. 
The Democrats will say, as they 
are already saying, that President 
Nixon 
could 
have 
made 
the 
concessions paving the way for a 
settlement a year and a half or two 


years ago. However demonstrable 
that may be, it will carry little 
weight 
with the average voter 
rejoicing that the endless war is at 
last coming to an end Looking back 
after the fashion of Lot’s wife is to 
see that original sin — the scuttling 
of the 
Indochina settlement — 
brought the fearful toll of 50,000 
American 
dead, 
thousands 
and 
thousands 
wounded, 
and, 
the 
countryside 
and 
the 
people of 
Vietnam ravaged. 
On the eve of the Democratic 
convention the President announced 
a $750 million grain deal with the 
Soviet Union. The meaning of the 
largest deal ever 
between two 
powers for American grain farmers 
was duly underscored by Secretary 
of Agriculture Earl Butz A skillfull 
negotiator, Secretary of Commerce 
Peter Peterson, chairman of the 
U.S. — U S S R. Trade Commission, 
is on his way to Moscow and similar 
im p ressive 
deals 
w ill 
be 
forthcoming 
This is the beginning of the 
harvest of the agreements reached 
during the President’s mission to 
the Soviet Union It is power politics 
played 
with 
consummate 
skill. 
However distasteful it may be to 
old-fashioned radicals of the right 
who talk about the sacrifice of 
principle, it has begun to work a 
transformation in the world with 
such corollary consequences as the 
first steps between the two Koreas 
to come together.

WASHINGTON - Should schools, 
colleges, 
hospitals 
and 
other 
recipients of federal grants be 
allowed to purchase or use needed 
equipment 
from 
the 
federal 
government’s property supplies, or 
should they be required to buy these 
items on the market at much higher 
prices? 
This is the ques­ 
tion that has pitted 
the Nixon Admin­ 
istration 
and 
a 
powerful coalition of 
wholesalers and dis- 
trib utors, 
with 
annual sales of $300 
billion, against an 
unorganized 
group 
of 
federal 
grant 
recipients in the ed­ 
ucational, 
health, 
research and local 
governmental 
fields. 
It all started in 1967 when the 
Johnson Administration initiated a 
policy 
permitting 
the 
General 
Services 
Administration, 
the 
government’s buying agent, to open 
its supply sources in fulfillment of 
grant programs. Also, GSA excess 
property could be borrowed by these 
recipients, 
under 
the 
1967 
regulation. The idea was to stretch 
the federal grant dollar. Professor 
Fairfax Leary claims it is saving 
taxpayers about $400 million a year. 
liiere are other advantages to the 
GSA policy, which the White House 
has now demanded be revoked. For 
example, 
a 
southern 
city’s 
department of education says the 
policy saves on inventory tie-ups 
and paperwork and permits quicker 
purchases at about 25 percent 
savings. Another state department 
of education notes, not only savings 
of almost 44 percent, but more 
realistic, competitive bids from 
private 
suppliers. 
Rigged 
bids, 
collusion and outright monopolies 
have long been associated with state 
and local government procurement 
practices. 
Private hospitals and 
other 
research 
and 
educational 
institutions which have to purchase 
diagnostic, 
therapeutic 
and 
scientific 
instruments have had 
sim ilar 
experiences. 
The 
comparatively tiny GSA regular and 
surplus supply outlet helps keep 
corporate price gougers less greedy 
and a little more competitive. 


Items 
purchased 
by 
federal 
grantees from GSA surplus are not 
frivolous, they 
include 
office 
supplies, school laboratory items, 
cleaning 
materials 
and 
other 
essentials From spark plugs to 
garbage cans, some purchase prices 


have been as much as 50 to 65 
percent lower. 
The 
National 
Association 
of 
Wholesalers, and its allied trade 
groups, 
have 
been 
lobbying 
strenuously for the past five years to 
overturn government attempts to 
devise 
government 
procurement 
policies that save taxpayers money. 
In 1969 they succeeded, also through 
the White House, in blocking GSA 
from coordinating purchases with 
state and local governments. GSA 
buys 
d ir e c t ly 
from 
the 
manufacturers. Most state and local 
governments buy from wholesalers, 
paying over $6 billion a year in 
markups and commissions. This 
inefficient 
procurement 
pattern 
often 
benefits 
campaign 
contributors and corrupts state and 
local politics. 
So powerful was the lobbying 
effort of the NAW coalition on 
Congress and the White House that 
the GSA dropped its plan in 1969, 
just as it is now about to implement 
a White House directive to close its 
doors to federal grant recipients. In 
recent 
weeks, 
some 
of 
these 
recipients, such as junior colleges, 
are mounting a protest from all over 
the nation. They are demanding a 
public hearing so that all the facts 
can be considered openly and not in 
closed-door 
exchanges 
between 
Budget 
D ire cto r, 
Caspar 
Weinberger, and trade association 
representatives. Financially hard- 
pressed 
local 
governments 
and 
vocational schools want to state 
their case and show how they have 
been able to purchase or use needed 
equipment that they otherwise could 
not have afforded 
Their chief 
supporter in Congress has been 
Senator 
Walter 
Mondale 
of 
Minnesota. 
Mr Weinberger likes to talk about 
economy in government, but he 
practices waste and distorts the 
GSA 
program 
with 
misleading 
alarums 
about 
minor 
abuses. 
Instead of seeing that abuses are 
stopped, he wants to throw out the 
entire program In an election year, 
a booming $300 billion wholesale and 
distribution lobby is obviously worth 
more to the White House than a 
paltry $400 million saving to the 
taxpayer 
and 
better 
equipped 
schools and hospitals.
